Track 


This  year,  while  not  many  entered  track,  those  who  did  made  a  decided 
success  of  it.  Merchant  was  without  a  doubt  the  star  actor.  He  deserves 
great  credit  for  his  efforts  and  the  results  he  effected.  On  the  20th  of  May 
he  competed  at  Ann  Arbor  in  the  Annual  Interscholastic  meet.  He  went 
alone  and  paid  his  own  expenses  and  came  back  with  a  nice  loving  cup  and 
a  ribbon.

"The  Tim>e  of  His  Life"  was  chosen  by  the  Juniors  of  '15,  and  was 
given  May  i,  19 14,  to  a  large  audience.  It  proved  to  be  a  delightful  little 
comedy  with  sparkling  lines  and  amusing  situations. 

Tom  Carter,  who  is  staying  with  his  sister,  Mrs.  Grey,  during  her  hus- 
band's absence,  masquerades  as  Uncle  Tom,  the  colored  servant,  when 
company  arrives  unexpectedly.  Dorothy  Landon,  the  girl  to  whom  he  is 
engaged,  comes  with  the  guests,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wycombe,  who  are  her 
uncle  and  aunt.  Tom  is  now  placed  in  a  very  embarrassing  position,  but 
sees  the  game  through  to  completion  and  gets  frightfully  muddled  when  he 
attempts  to  answer  the  questions  of  Mrs.  Wycombe  of  whose  family  the 
old  colored  mian  had  been  a  servant  in  the  plantation  days  in  the  South.  The 
sudden  appearance  of  Uncle  Tom  complicates  the  situation,  and,  frightened 
at  seeing  his  double,  he  leaves  in  haste.  Tom  Carter,  who'  is  anxious  to^  free 
himself  from  the  burnt  cork  that  he  may  make  himself  known  tO'  Dorothy, 
seeks  the  assistance  of  the  police  in  finding  the  old  negro.  He  starts  a 
search  and  is  himself  taken  into  the  custody  of  the  authorities  and  returned 
to  his  home,  where  Uncle  Tom  of  his  own  volition  has  returned.  The 
explanations  follow  and  the  puzzling  situations  are  cleared  away. 

Richard  Crehore  as  Tom'  Carter  did  acting  worthy  of  commendation, 
while  Minard  Scott  as  Uncle  Tom,  with  his  negro  humility  and  dialect,  was 
excellent. 

Mr.  Wycombe,  the  pessimist,  was  cleverly  acted  by  Harry  Johnson,  who 
kept  the  audience  in  a  gale  of  laughter  by  his  sombre  remarks. 

Miss  Wilhelmina  Crans  as  Mrs.  Grey  proved  herself  a  delightful 
hostess,  and  Miss  Ella  Kerlikowski  as  Dorothy  Landon  was  charming.  The 
part  of  Bob  Grey  was  impersonated  in  a  creditable  manner  by  Edson  Groff, 
and  John  Bender  as  Mr.  Landon,  Dorothy's  father,  did  his  part  well.  The 
mysterious  Officer  Hogan  was  finally  discovered  to  be  Principal  Paul  Kelley, 
w'ho  showed  to  advantage  his  Irish  ancestry.

He 
releases  her  from  her  promise  and  "Peggy"  becomes  the  bride  of  Jack. 

Nannene  Gowdy  created  quite  a  sensation  as  "Peggy,"  and  La  Verne 
Williams  made  a  striking  Jack  Sutcliffe.  Others  in  the  cast  were :  Pearl 
Burkhard,  who  played  splendidly  the  part  of  "Mrs.  Riley,"  the  house- 
keeper; Edson  Gro'ff  as  "Jarvin  Westbrooke,"  friend  of  Embury  and  the 
much  adored  husband  of  "Jane  Westbrooke,"  taken  by  Leah  Unruh;  "Sir 
Harry  Roberts,"  her  dandified  brother,  played  by  Stanley  Johnson;  Kit 
McCormick  could  scarcely  be  recognized  in  Carl  Scholz ;  Cora  May  Boam 
and  Lawrence  White  portrayed  the  characters  of  matron  and  beadle  of  the 
Home  to  perfection.

Debating  during  the  years  of  19  14  and  19  15  was  pursued  along  different 
lines.

Early  in  the  year  the  Seniors  challenged  the  Juniors  to  a 
joint  debate,  but  it  soon  assumed  a  broader  field,  and  all  the  classes  fell  into 
line.
